Spent Most of Sunday Beside His 
Sick Wife—Many Callers at 
White House, Asking About ~ 

Mrs. McKinley’s Con- 
dition. 


Washington, June 2.—Mrs. McKinley 


continues very weak. Her condition is 
not greatly changed from that of yester- 


gain in strength lessens her powers of 
recuperation. The complaint which came 
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near ending her life in San Francisco is ' 
still present. It is in a slightly less ag- 
gravated form, but gives the physicians 
and the president much concern. Mrs. 
McKinley has shown remarkable vitality, 
but her illness has ‘so reduced her 
strength as to leave her very feeble. 
It is feared that unless a change for the 
better soon manifests itself her strengtn 
may become so near exhausted as to 
leave her without rallying power. The 
news given out by the physicians in at- 
tendance today was not reassuring, 
though hope of better things still con- 
tinues. After a consultation between 
Drs. Rixey, Sternberg and Johnston the 
following bulletin was issued: 

“Mrs. McKinley passed a comfortable 
night, but her condition has not material- 
ly changed since the report of yesterday.”’ 

There were no further consultations of 
the physicians during the day, but Dr. 
Rixey called during the evening and 
spent some time with the patient. In 
response to inquiries from time to time 
the statement was made that there had 
been no change in the condition of the 
distinguished sufferer. 

President McKinley spent most of the 
day at the bedside of his’ wife, though 
late in the afternoon he went out for an 
hour's drive. He departed alone, but 
met Judge Watson, of Ohio, an old friend, 
on the way, and the latter accompanied 
him to the white house. 

There were many callers at the white 
house during the day and evening mak- 
ing anxious inquiries regarding the condi- 
tion of Mrs. McKinley. With few excep- 
tions they simply left their cards, after 
being assured by the doorkeepers tnat 


there was no change in Mrs. McKinley's 
condition.

REPORT OF CONSUL BRITTAIN 


He Says French Hardware Is Losing 
Its Trade on Account of the Su- 
periority of the Goods Man- 
ufactured in the United 
States. 


Washington, June 2.—In a further eeries 
of extracts from the forthcoming second 
volume of the commercial relations, deal- 
ing with United States trade in France, 
Consul Brittain, of Nantes, notes develcep- 
ment of the trade in American machinery 
‘in western France. During the past sea- 
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mowers 
!}and horse hay rakes arrived at that port. 
American mowers give good satisfaction 
and the increased prices asked for farm 
labor will stimulate the sale of such ma- 
chinery in the future. The American 
mower was a common sight in the hay 
fields last summer. In regard to the 
advantage gained by exhibiting machines, 
the consul says: ; 

‘‘Last month a representative of a New 
England factory made an exhibition of 
meat choppers in one of the Nantes stores, 
and during the afternoon about twenty of 
various sizes were sold. The Nantes 
hcuse has since sold more than 200 of 
these macnines.”’ 

Consul Covert, of Lyons, says: 

“The houses of this district which some 
years ago furnished fine French hardware 
to the United States have almost en- 
tirely lost that trade within the last two 
decades, and they are enabled to hold 
their own market here only by a protec- 
tive tariff. American stoves, base burn- 
ers and smaller heating stoves find a 
steady market here, the French being un- 
able to replace them. American saws and 
other wocd cutting instruments are pro- 
nounced the st in the world because 
the Americans are the greatest wood .s- 
ing people. Agricultural implements of 
American pattern and bearirg an Ameri- 
can name are met with at every county 
fair and are highly prized. They are 
often made in France, on account of the 
high tariff duty. Farmers‘tell me that 
they prefer to buy the Ohio or Illinots 
harvesting and hay machines, notwith- 
standing the increased cost.”’ 

Consul Tourgee, of Borceaux, says that 
“the fastest time made by any railway. 
it is said, is on the road betweer. this city 
and Bayonne, where a run of 123 miles 
is made every day in 128 minutes. It 
is quite to the credit of American mechsn- 
ies that the. honor of making this run its 
‘secorded to American locomotives.”

Denounced the Masons, the Newspa- 
pers and the Bankers—Going To 
Upset Things — Then 
Dowie Called for a 
Collection. 


Chicago, June 2.—‘I am Elijah, the 
prophet, who appeared first as Elijah 
himself, second as John the Baptist, and 
who now comes in me, the Restorer of 
All Things. Elijah was a prophet. John 
was a preacher, but I combine in myself 
the attributes of prophet, priest and 
ruler over men. Gaze on me, then; I 
say it fearlessly. Make the most of it, 
you wretches in ecclesiastical garb. I am 
he that is the living physical and spiritual 
embodiment of Elijah’ and my qming to 
earth a third time has been prophesied 
by Malachi, by God Himself, by His Song, 
Jesus, by Peter and three thousand years 
ago by Moses. All who believe me to be 
in very truth all of this will stand up.” 


And over’ 3,000 people rose to their feet 
and greeted the declaration with cheers 
and hand-clapping. 

John Alexander Dowle, true to his 
promise, made this statement from the 
platform of the Auditorium tonight in 
the presence of 5,000 people. It was the 
culmination of a frenzied speech, in which 
he denounced everybody and everything 
not in Zion, cursed the pope and the Ro- 
man Catholic church, spat literally at 
Masonry, the newsparers and the bank- 
ers of Chicago, and raged and tore up 
and down the stage like a mad man. 

“Understand well what I say,” he con- 
tinued. “I will take no council in my 
methods of government. I have come to 
proclaim theocracy, pure and simpl-, the 
government of God, by God and for God, 
and I will never rest till all other forms 
of government have been driven from 
the earth. Si ; 

“You talk about your democracy. Bahkt!. 
I tell you democracy has been tried in the 
balance and has failed. The government 
of the people, by the people and for the 
people is twaddle. I stand loyal to the 
flag and countenfince no revolution, but I 
demand here and now that the name of 
God must be placed foremost in the con- 
stitution of the United States and the 
supreme authority of God over all things 
must be recognized. 

“Visten to the first message of the 
prophet,’’ he demanded. “You must pay 
your tithes and offerings into the store- 
house of God. <Accurfsed be ye if ye 
would seek to rob His house of its fullness 
by not obeying this, His will, sent 
through Elijah.”’ 


CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER 


Arrest of W. H. Klensmiere at Kan- 
sas City, Kas. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 2.—W. H. 
Klensmiere, whose wife was yesterday 
found murdered near their home at Hol- 
ton, Kas., buried in a shallow trench, wag 
arrested in Kansas City, Kas., today. 
Marks on the body, which is believed to 
have been buried since May 19th, indicated 
that her skull had been erushed with a 
club, and suspicion was against the hus- 
band, who disappeared on that date. 

Klensmiere denied that he had murder- 
ed his wife. He was induced to make the 
following statement: 

“My wife and I disagreed frequently, 
but I usually let her have her way. Just 
- before her death she was very angry be- 
cause I wanted to sell some land to which 
she had signed a deed. She said she would 
leave me. But I did not want people fo 
know she had left me and told her to 
savy she was going away on a visit. We 
had a few words on Sunday (May 12th) 
about it. She went away and later I 
found her body hanging from a rope in 
the barn. I took her down, but Was 
afraid of the disgrace and hid her body 
in the straw. The next day I buried her. 
I told the children she had gone to Texas 
and the telegram I. had sent saying that 
she was dead was intended to keep them 
from knowing she had killed herself.” 

All this was ground out of Klensmiere 
in short sentences. Asked about the con- 
dition of his wife’s crushed head, he said: 

“May be the dirt falling on it mashed 
itin. I would not strike her.”’ 

There was no more than two feet of 
dirt over the body when it was found. 
Klensmiere is-a German farmer. forty- 
eight years old, tall, spare and unedu- 
cated.

TRADE WITH SCANDINAVIANS. 


Article on Its Growth in the Past 
Ten Years. 


Washington, June 2.—Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, chief of the foreign markets “ec- 
tion of the agricultural department, has 
prepared a comprehensive article on the 
gxrowth of the trade between the United 
States and the Scandinavian countries, 
Denmark, Sweden and Norway. during 
the ten years from 1890 to 1900, inclusive. 
It shows that in the ten years subse- 
quent to. 1890 our exports to these three 
countries increased from $9,000,000 to 
nearly $29,000,000. Our imports 
Scandinavia are very small, being below 
$4,000,0000 in 1890 and only little more 
than $5,000,000 in 1900, which was the rec- 
ord year in imports. Denmark is the 
principal factor in our Scandinavian 
trade, the exports to the country for 1900 
having a value of mote than $18,000,000, 
while shipments to Sweden and Norway 
were valued at about $10,000,000, the lat- 
ter being the more important customer. 
Our export trade to Scandinavia consist- 
ed chiefly of breadstuffs, which in 1900 
amounted to $9,740,350, or nearly half the 
total of our agricultural exports, and 
were made up of corn, wheat  fiour, 
wheat, rye and oatmeal in the order 
named. Meal products aggregated $4,- 
698,760. The next most important agri- 
cultural exports were oil cake, cotton, 
vegetable oils, molasses and sirup, to- 
bacco, seeds and fruit and nuts. 

Of the non-agricultural commodities 
shipped from the United States to Scan- 
dinavia during 1900, mineral oils and 
manufactures of oil and steel comprised 
the foremost items.

MANY WELLS BEING BORED 


Fields Are Away from Railway Lines 
and Pipes Are Being Laid. 
Companies Are Forming 
To Go Deep Into the 
Ground. 


Lexington, Ky., June 2.—(Special.)— 


That Kentucky may have a rush to the 
newly developed oil fields in the extreme 
southeastern portion of the state com- 
parable to the exodus for the Beaumont 
fields in Texas fs entif2ly ws<hin the 
range of the probable. The Wayne 
county oil district continues to force 
itself on the attention of the public by 
the continuance of new discoveries. But 


-for the inaccessibility of the district # 


would long since have been overcrowded. 
Contracts for sinking wells are being let 
daily, and the fields will be developed 
with all possible celerity.. 

The last strike of importance was made 
within the present week and is by far 
the best yet made in the Kentuckv fields. 
It was a gusijer, and was struck at the 
depth of 860 feet. 

Upon first being bored through the 
sand, the jfeld was 6500 barrels during 
the first thirty-six minutes. This is the 
second strike made in this vicinity, the 
first being at a distance of about 500 feet 
north of this point. Both wells are the 
property of the Somerset Oil Company. 
The spouting column reached a height of 
over seventy-five feet and a large amount 
was lost before provisions for saving it 
could be made. This” company began 
operations only a few weeks ago. It is 
composed of Louisville and Cincinnati 
business men, and their’ success has been 
remarkable. They leased 5,000 acres of 
land On which to begin operations, but 
their holdings will probably be extended 
at once. Over twenty wells were started 
in the vicinity of the new gusher and the 
greatest ¢.thusiasm prevails. 

In addition to the Somerset company, 
the Sunny Brook Oil and Gas Company, 
the Cincinnati Gas and Oil Company, the 
Kentucky Union Oil Company and the 
Sun Oli and Gas Company are all op- 
erating in this field. The new region is 
thought by experienced oil men to be 
about ninety or one hundred miles 
Square. The wells are expected to have 
the long life of the Pennsylvania oil 
‘Wells, as they are practically a continua- 
tion of the Pennsylvania fields. The new 
territory lies in the southern part of 
Wayne county and in Pickett and Fen- 
tress counties of Tennessee, 

The nearest railway point to the new 
fields is twenty miles distant, and on this 
account the w@k has not progressed as 
fast as it would have done under other 
circumstances. Large quantities of ma- 
chinery are being sent in both from Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky shipping points. A 
pipe line has already been constructed 
from Somerset to the new field.

| here. Stone became suddenly insane after 


the noted fight in Bath county with the 
raiders, in which three men were killed 
‘and. the -whole company of state militia 
‘Was threatened with ambush. The fight 
took place near Owingsville, sevcral miles 
from the .railroad, and was prubdably the 
fiercest of the many desperate encounters 
during the period which made Kentucky 
toll gate history. A negro named James 
Morton killed three men and was him- 
self dangerously wounded, and a mob was 
after him.. The state troops were called 
and hurriedly marched across rough 
country, arriving on the scene when the 
excitement was high. Stone Was a sen- 
try and was not relieved, being xept on 
an outpost at a dangerous spot all night. 
His reason left him and when taken to 
the asylum hie was a raving mantec, , He 
thought the raiders were approaching and 
that his captain would not give orders to 
fire. He continually cried: 
“Cap, we must shoot or all perish.” 


Stone’s post was on the scene of a 


double murder, the horvsible details of 
which had been told to him yefore he 
was left for his long nigh*’s éncy.

The Philippines Case. 

It is not difficult to believe the Wash- 
ington report that the supreme court 
will sustain the government in the 
Philippine case, which involves, in a 


gense, the same questions that were 


upon in the Porto Rico cases. 


For all practical purposes, the court’s 


decision in the Downes case seems to 
cover the issues in this one yet to be 
decided, but the status of the Philip- 
pines is such that the government con- 
tention might be sustained even had 
the decision in the Downes case been 
against the gavernment.. 

Just why the press dispatches should 
say that the grounds on which the 
Philippines case will be decided are 
“extraordinary” we do not exactly see. 
As outlined, these are: 

i. That the United States has-never de- 
clared its intentian to retain the Philip- 
pine archipelago indefinitely, and the only 
decilafation of policy ~ which had been 
made was in the other direction, looking 
toward a mere temporary occupation, the 
United States being a sort of trustee for 
the people for the Philippines as it is a 
‘trustee for the people of Cuba. 

2. That in any event the United States 
at the time the duty complained of (the 
fourteen diamond rings) was collected was 
not in ‘the actual possession of the Phil- 
ippines, but that } United States ‘wae 
waging war for such passession, and such 
was lim- 
ony go the operations of military author- 

y.

Besides preparing this statement, 
the committee is further directed to 
prepare amendments to certain para- 
graphs in the confession of faith, said 
amendments to be mainly declaratory 
and interpretative in character; and 
also to prepare certain individual 
statements concerning the love of God 
for all men, the duty of missions and 
the Holy Spirit. In express terms it 
is stated that the revision shall in no 
wise impair the integrity of the sys- 
tem of doctrine set forth im the con- 
fession of faith and taught in the Holy 
Scriptures. One of the sections to be 
amended is section III, which relates to 
predestination. This section is not suf- 
ficiently clear to the average reader 
as it now stands, and the purpose of 
the amendment is simply to declare 
in brief terms exactly what it means 
s0 as to prevent erroneous interpre- 
tations. In regard to other suggested 
amendments we quote from an inter- 
view with Dr. Daniel-S. Gregory, in 
The New York Times, as follows: 

Amendment is also called for to section 
3 of chapter 10. This is the passage relat- 
ing to the so-called doctrine of ‘‘infant 
damnation.’”’ The pasage reads: ‘Biect 
infants, dying in infancy, are regenerated 
and saved by Christ through the Spirit, 
who worketh when and where and how 
He pleaseth.’’’ The whole trouble in this 
matter has arisen out of the inference 
that because certain infants were “elect” 
others must be non-elect. This inference 
is unwarranted. The statement refers to 
elect infants,“dying in infancy,”’ because 
some elect infants do not die in infancy, 
but grow up to years of understanding 
when their salvation becomes dependent 
upon their faith and repentance. 

The idea of the church is that infants. 
in that they cannot be taught the fear of 
repentance, are 
saved by the grace of God, which is to 
say that all infants are elect. This was 
a doctrine that Calvin taught, and in. all, 
my own long experience as a minister in 
the church I have never known ahy one 
who believed that infants were damned. 
The Westminster declaration on this sub- 
ject was adopted because of the tenets 
of the Roman church that infants who 
were not baptized were not saved. The 
Lutheran and Afmminian churches taught 
“infant damnation” at the timé thé con- 
fession was adopted, and this passage was 
the first statement of a dissenting doctrine 
on the part of a branch of the church. 
The passage will be so amended probably 
as to make its meaning clear and to set 
forth the doctrine really held. 

Chapter 16, section 7, is to be amended 
also, This passage contains what is known 
as the doctrine of total depravity, and 
reads as follows: ‘“‘Works done by 
unregenerated men, although for the mat- 
ter of them they may be things which 
God commands, and of good use both to 
themselves and to others; yet because 
they prgceed not from a heart purified 
by faith, nor are done in a right manner, 
according to the word, nor to a right end, 
the glory of God, they are therefore sin- 
ful and cannot please God or make a man 
meet to receive grace from God.”’ 

This was another passage that the men 
of the Westminster assembly made partic- 
ularly strong because of contrary Roman- 
istic teachings. The Romans taught that 
a man’s good works would be counted in 
his favor—the doctrine of supererogation. 
The confession of faith would seem to 
mean that no matter what good an un- 
saved man might do, because his motive 
was not the glory of God it would be to- 
tally sinful, and would do him no good. 
The passage will doubtless be so amended 
as to include the idea, embraced in the 
larger catechism, that an unsaved man

The Yachting War. ‘ 
The latest bulletin from the seat of 
war indicates that there is temporary 
suspension of hostilities between the 
New York Yacht Club and Mr. Tom 
Lawson, of Boston. So far as we have 
been able to tell from the rather con- 
flicting newspaper reports, the entente 
cordiale has been arranged on a basis 
sufficiently satisfactory to insure the 
Boston yacht, Independence, having a 
chance to demonstrate her ability In 
the trial races, and, if she is found su- 
perior to the Constitution, to become 
the cup defender. : 
It has been difficult to keep up wi™ 
the different phases of this interesting 
controversy. From its inception we 
have searched for real light on the 
situation, but we searched in vain until 


pen of the editor of our sprightly con- 
temporary, The Newyorker: 

Speaking of the yacht races, it looks to 
a landlubber like myself, and two or 
three others that I.could name, as if 
both the New York Yacht Club and 
Brother Lawson, of. Boston, were in great 
danger of making themselves ridiculous. 
In the absence of my yacht editor, who 
is down in Maine taking out timber for a 
Shrewsbury oyster dredge, I am unable 
to arrive at the exact etiquette which the 
delicate occasion requires, but from a 
plain common sense view, such as gov- 
erns most sane people, it is clear that a 
screw ig loose on both sides. 

There is no doubt of the severe exclu- 
siveness with which the New York Yacht 
Club would like to hedge itself about par. 
ticularly as to America’s cup. Likewise 
4t.is plain as a jibtopsail that all Mr. Law- 
son wants is to break into high society 
So we have: the New York Yacht Club 
drawing about its sacred form éhe awful 
cirele of high-toned yachting, and Mr. 
Lawson doing his level best to get his 
feet within the magic lines. The public 
can very well stand back and allow these 
great forces to war it out, and damned be 
him who first cries ‘“‘Sold, enough!”’ as 
the gifted but profane Mr: Shakespeare al- 
most observed. 

Mortal man may not make out from 
the deed of gift, which makes the New 
York Yacht Club the custodian of the 
cup, that it does any more than that, The 
club does not own the trophy, has no 
cinch on it in any way, and any American 
citizen, whether he belongs to a yacht 
club or not, may build a boat and defend 
the cup against a foreigner. All this is 
plainly set forth in the Mmstrument. It 
happens that the New York Yacht Club 
is the temporary trustee. A syndicate of 
farmers have the same right to build a 
defender as the club has, and it follows 
that they would have the same right to 
enter their craft in the trial races, else 
why does the deed of gift expressly give 
to them the right to build.a defender and 
sail her against a challenger from a for- 
eigen shore? 

Mr. Lawson is clearly within his rights. 
At the same time I am unable to find 
it in my heart of hearts to blame the New 
York Yacht Club or any other club for 
not kowtowing to him. Mr. Lawson has 
made an enormous pile of money in cdp- 
per, but that does not make him a lovely 
character by any means. I think it has 
been conceded by art lovers in this and 
foreign countries that’ Mr. Thomas W. 
Lawson is the only man of this era who 
keeps 4 bronze bust of himself on his own 
desk, where he may constantly gaze upon 


may do moral good but not spiritual good, 
that a man can benefit himself by being 
morally good and plafing himself in the 
way of salvation.

Amendment is further called for to sec- 
tion 6 of chapter 25. This section reads: 
‘‘There is no other head of the church but 
the Lord Jesus Christ, Nor can the pope 
of Rome in any sense be head thereof; 
but is that antichrist, that man of sin and 
son of perdition, that exalteth himself in 
the church against Christ and aH that ia 
called God.”’ The idea in the amendment 
will be to take out these strong aspersions 
upon thé pope, many Presbyterians not 
believing that the pope is an antichrist or 
a son of perdition. This passage, again, 
is to be read as an exasperated protest 
against the assumptions of the papacy at 
the period of the second reformation. 

Additional statements are to. be made 
upon the subjects of the love of God, mis- 
sions and the Holy Spirit. In regard to 
the first, there is a strong sentiment in 
the church that some such declaration 
should ‘be placed in the confession as is 
contained in John iii, 16: ‘“‘For God so 
loved the world (the whole world, elect 
and non-elect) that He gaVe His only be- 
gotten Son that whosoever believeth on‘ 
Him should not perish, but have’ everlast- 
ing life.”’ This will not affect the doctrine 
of election, but Will set forth the idea that 
God loves both the saved and the unsaved; 
that Christ tasted death for all men, good 
and bad. 

Some definite statement is desired upon 
the subject of missions. There were no 
missions, as we know them now, when the 
confession was adopted. The new declara- 
tion will set forth the obligation to carry 
the‘ gospel to the heathen, and the duty 
of the church to contribute to that cause. 
It will be a subject for careful inquiry 
just what the duty .of the church in this 
regard should be stated to be. 

The confession of faith has very little to 
say of the part the Holy Spirit plays in 
the spiritual life. The doctrine of the 
Holy Spirit as a comforter, as a strength- 
ener in the spiritual life,. has developed 
for the most part since the time when 
the confession was drawn up, and a state- 
ment, of the doctrine as it is now held is 
red in the new formulation of the 


his8classic and imperishable features. I 


have lately seen a beautiful photograph 
| of Mr. Lawson seated in his office beside 


a ticker, the tape rolling through his fin- 
gers, himself adorned in a speckled vest 
and a great floral effect in his button- 
hole, the ensemble well calculated to 
awaken the admiration of all beholders. 
So, whether Lawson succeeds in breaking 
into the yacht races or the New York 
Yacht Club succeeds in its heroic effort 
to keep him out, the great North Ameri- 
can public has no particular interest ex- 
cept to laugh. I have no doubt, however, 
that should the club keep him out and 
aloof, he will somehow have a race, even 
if he is obliged to go over the head of Sir 
Thomas to hurl a challenge at the throne 
direct. Lawson is a hustler. 

If, as reported, Mr. Lawson has con- 
ceded all the points made by the New 
York club in order that his yacht may 
get into the races, he may be consid- 
ered to have come out second best in 
the social end of the struggle; but one 
certain thing is that he willgnot stay 
down. From what we have been told 
of the Lawson characteristics, it is a 
safe bet that he will yet get into New 
York yachting circles even jf he and 
John W. Gates have to start a club of

IT IS SLIDING MOVEMENT 
Crack Twelve Inches Wide on West 
Galena Street—Citizens Are 
Greatly Alarmed. 


Butte, Mont., June 2.—The strange slid- 


ing movement of the city of Butte, which 


has been noticeable at intervals for sev- 
eral years, has again manifested itse 
by five large cracks in the earth in dif- 
ferent sections of the city. The largest. 
crevice occurred on West Galena street, 
where a crack twelve inches wale and 
of considerable length and depth has 
appeared. Three of the openings occur 
on the west side of the town and two on 
the east side. There is no caving, but 
a distant parting of the earth and the 
granite walls can easily be seen‘in them. 
The gas and water companies have much 
trouble on account of the strange move- 
ment which frequently breaks their un- 
derrround pines. City Engineer Ricken- 
bach says the engineering department of 
the city encounters the same trouble, 
as elevations and bench marks in cer- 
tain parts of the city are constantly 
changing., This is particularly true of the 
section west of Main street and north of 
Broadway, where the marks have been 
known to shift to the extent of.a foot in 
avery short space of time.

Work of Commission in Philippines 
Nearly Completed. 

Manila, June 2.—The United States Phil- 
ippine commission will begin its final 
provincial tours Tuesday. It will first or- 
ganize Manila and Molong into one prov- 
ince and next Cavite will be organized. 
Laguna wil] be temporarily omitted on 
account of the continuance of rebellions 
there. The commission will then go over- 
land to Nueve Btija, and, returning to 
Manila, will go by steamer to Zamboles, 
(Union, Ilocos and Cagayan and thence 
down the Grand river on to Isabella and 
Nueva Vigscayas. The only coast prov- 
inces to be omitted are Infanta and 
Principe. In the meanwhile Commission- 
ers Worcester and Moses will proceed 
over the new government road to Ben- 
guat, Bontoc and Le Panto, cross the 
country apd join the others. On their 
way they will prepare governments in 
Bontocg and Le Panto. 

The commission will reach Manila June

Senor Miguel Gener, the 
nationalist candidate, was elected mayor 
receiving 11,115 votes as 
against 7,533 cast for Senor Mora, repub- 
lican, and 3,211 cast for Senor Carlos 
Garcia, the candidate of,the democratic 
party. The nationalists elected eighteen 
members of the municipal council, the 
republicans four and the democrats two.

Inside. Track ‘Problem at Grant 
Park ‘Will Be Settled This Af- 
ternoon~ During. Regular 
Gession of the City 
Fathers. 


The chief matter of interest for the 
consideration of council this afternoon 
will be the June apportionment sheet. 

e finance committee on last Thursday 
evening prepared the sheet which is to 
“4 presented to council for adoption to- 

y. 


| The sheet carries with it several im- 
portant appropriations. One of these will 
be the amount set aside as the city’s 
share of the contemplated paving on that 
portion of Whitehall street between the 
new viaduct and Windsor street. The 
other is the increased amount for the 
Bchoolg to pav the salaries of the addi- 
tional teachers that have been employed 
om account of the twenty-two new rooms 
provided .for the coming year. 

The movement to pave the business 
section of Whitehall street with asphalt 
has been on foot for several months. 
The city is to pay one-third of the cost, 
while the property owners are to pay 
the remaining two-thirds, On several oc- 
casions petitions signed by prominent 
Property owners on that thoroughfane 
have been presented to council urging 
that this work be done, and it now seems 
@ certainty that the paving will be laid. 

Asphalt is now down on Whitehall 
street from Windsor to the tron bridge 
below Humphries street and the new pav- 
ing would connect with that at the junc- 
tion of Forsyth street. In time it is ex- 
pected that asphalt will be laid on Peach- 
tree street bétween the north end of the 
new viaduct and Ellis street, connecting 
with the paving of the same character 
which is now on Peachtree street. Then 
when the asphalt is continued on White- 
hall from the Humphries street bridge to 
the Central railway tracks in West End, 
connecting with the chert road, there will 
be a continuous driveway from Buckhead 
to East Point. 

It is the intention of the finance com- 
mittee to do as much for the ‘public 
schools this year as possible, and in this

No 
cars will be allowed to stop on Cherokee 
avenue at the Augusta avenue crossing 
and entrance to the park. No cars will 
be allowed to cross Augusta avenue at a 
greater rate of speed than three miles 
an hour and all cars must come to a full 
stop before crossing. ; 

The Rapid Transit cars, on the other 
_ hand, while parked and waiting for pas- 
séngers on the Cherokee gyenue tracks, 
must be kept ten feet apart to permit of 
ample room for persons who. desire to ‘ 
cross the inside tracks to board cars of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company.

And 
now he likens the Christian life to a 
race in which he, and é@very follower of 
Christ, is a runner. 

“He says-he has not yet apprehended 
the prize, not yet reached the goal. A 
wonderful statement when we remember 
to what position in the church Paul had 
risen and that now in the prison at Rome 
he was awaiting perhaps his sentence. 
How it puts us to shame. We who, when 
compared to Paul, have Gone almost 
nothing of Christian work, and yet are 
satisfied with the results we have gained. 
We should feel that there is much to do 
before we reach the goal. 

‘‘As the runner in the race casts aside 
all weights and all superfiuous clothing, 
Paul says he forgets the things that 
are behind. Among these he doubtless 
counted his successes and his failures or 
mistakes, Paul had been eminently suc- 
cessful in establishing the church in the 
west, and at times he had made mis- 
takes. But these things he forgot in 
pressing toward the future. He had the 
forward look. He counted his efforts 
of the future, not those of the past.s We 
should regasd successes and failures for 
the lessons they bring; we should count 
them as stepping stones to gain the 
future.

Several times since then 
the home has been tendered to the state, 
but without success, until finally last 
year, the governor having recommended a 
suitable bill it was introduced by W. T.

No Hereditary Drunkenness. 

The Lancet: It is now eighteen months 
since the Society for the Study of In- 
ebriety appointed a «pécia! committee. to 
consider the relation of heredity to in- 
ebriety. The committee was composed of 
five physicians. two surgeons, a professor 
of bacteriology. an army surgeon and five 
general medical practitioners. Eighteen 
months have baen spent in investigation. 
The report of this committee has just 
been published and it is signed by nine 
of the fourteen members, some of whom 
have made comments, while one has sent 
in an independent report. The reference 
to the committee was in these terms: 
To investigate the conditions under which 
the tendency. ofy drunkenness is capable 
of transmission te offspring. It does mot 
appear to be contended that inebriety is 
itself hereditary, but that a capacity or 
tendency to it is heritable, 

The report deciares that the inebriety 
of an individual depends upon three con- 
ditions—the first being an inborn capacity 
fer enjoying the sensations which alco- 
hol produces and the second and third be- 
ing acquired—personal experiences of the 
pleasures of alcohol and the increased de- 


That one 
drunken generation often succeeds anoth- 


fer suggests a hereditary taint. The .com- 


mittee adds that there is no. evidence 
that acquired characters of any kind are 
heritable. This appears to have been a 
much debated question. 

Popular opinion has taken for granted 
that the acquired characteristics of pa- 
rents are likely to be inherited, and, of 
course, “temperate reformers,” well- 
meaning, but often ignorant and mis- 
guided, have not been slow to urge upon 
the public that each man’s drinking is 
pretty sure to produce for him a genera- 
tion of children who will become drunk- 
ards. If this be not true the temperance 
reformer (who is generally in favor of 
entire abstinence rather than of temper- 
ance) must bear a heavy responsibility 
for the vast amount of mental torture 
which he has inflicted on the moderate 


drinking citizen. 

The last word of science, however, as 
declared by teachers of physiology, biolo- 
gy and botany, is a very definite asser- 
tion that no instance of the hereditary 
transmission of an acquired characteris- 
tic has ever been demonstrated either in 
the animal or the vegetable kingdom. 
If this be a fact, a Man can only trans- 
mit to his son the hereditary taint with 
which he was born, and if a man having 
no inborn tendency to excess yet acquires 
drunken habits his progeny are in ho 
more danger than are those of his neigh- 
bor, leaving out of consideration the ef- 
fect of environment on youth. It is not 
-denied that drunken parents who become 
thus mentally and physically weak are 
liable to have children who are degen- 
erates—weak in body and feeble in mind; 
such persons, in fact, as under unpropi- 
tious circumstances tend to become pau- 

ers, criminals, epileptics and drunkards, 
Phe point which is denied is that the 
drunkard’s child has the specialized ten- 
dency to become inebriate rather than 
vicious in some other direction, 

It seems prohable that the question of 
environment is of more importance after 
all than that of heredity, and a man of 
strong w 4 is just as likely to exercise it 
in the gratification of his desires as in 
the contrary direction. If a man of pow- 
erful will finds that alcohol gives him 
pleasure he will take good care to repeat 
the performance. The habitual drinker 
is one to whom alcohol brings enjoyment 
either as positive pleasure or cessation o 
pain, whereas the voluntary abstainer is 
one who, from conatitutional peculiarity, 
finds little pleasure in alcoholic exhilara- 
tion. Alcohol weeds gut from every race 
the individuals who t enjoy and in- 
dulge in it. The races of southern Burope

Bditorial Writer on New York 
Times Here. 


WILL’ VISIT IRON AND COAL DISTRICT 


| Mr. Bayless Is Making Educationa! 


Tour To Familiarize Himself with 
Conditions and Problems. 


J. C. Bayless, of the editorial staff of 
The New York Times, who is making a 
trip through the south for the purpose of 
familiarizing himself with economic and 
sociological conditions here, has been in 
Atlanta since last Friday. Mr. Bayless is 
contributing to The Times while on his 
trip a series of articles on events of cur- 
rent interest. At the Aragon yesterday 
he said: 

‘‘My trip is almost solely for educational 
purposes. I have no fixed itinerary nor 
fixed time for making the trip. Certain 
economic conditions and changes that are 
taking place in the south are creating 
much interest throughout the country. I 
wanted to find out what the people down 
here were thinking and why they were 
thinking as they did. I couldn’t do this 
from books or from reading the papers, 
but only by meeting and talking with the 
people themselves. 

“The political unrest that is agitating 
certain portions of the south has also 
been an interesting study. 

“So far as the results of my trip are 
concerned, there have been none of any 
definite value. I have made no specific 
discoveries. But I have made myself fa- 
miliar through contact and personal ob- 
servations with conditions that I only had 
a theoretical knowledge of before. 

“Previous to coming to Atlanta I went 
through Virginia and the Carolinas. In 
Virginia I studied the negro question in 
connection with the recent agitation on 
the subject, and In the Carolinas I looked 
into the cotton industry and to some ex- 
tent into the politica] situation. In At- 
lanta I have visited the cotton mills. I 
have wished to learn what economic ef- 
fect the absorption of so much white la- 
bor as mill operatives was having. I 
wished to learn the conditions under 
which these operatives lived. 

From Atlanta I shall go te Columbus tn 
study the cotton mill industry there, and 
from Columbus to Montgomery, and to 
Booker Washington’s school at Tuskegee. 
From the latter place I shall go to Bir- 
mingham, Anniston and Chattanooga, and 
through the iron arfl coal district, re- 
turning through Tennessee and West Vir- 
= to New York in the latter part of

TO STUDENTS OF TECH 


‘The address delivered by Dr. Charles H. 
Herty, -Ph.D., adjunct professor of chem- 
lsiry in the Wniversity of Georgia, before 
the students ‘of the Technological school 
Saturday morning was one of the ablest 
and most interesting ever heard at the 
fnstitution. Dr. Herty spoke on the 
“Rise and Development of the Artificial 


Dyestuff Industry,” and handled his tech-

’ e eaid in

in the mailing of an issue of |]2,000 copies of 
the new university catalgue, The monotony 
of this tedious work was greatly relieved by 
, the thought that for the first time a true 
showing was being made to the world of what 
the real Unversity of Georgia is by means of 
a combined catalogue in which every depart- 
ment of the university is duly represented. Un- 
der the wise guidance of Chancellor Hill the 
several departments of the university are being 
drawn closer into that fellowship which we 
all: realize must work for the common good, 

Imbued with that spirit, it is with genuine 

pleasure that I have come to you today to give 
you an account of some phases of latter-day 
chemistry which I have recently been able to 
observe, thanks to a year’s leave of absence 
granted me by our board of trustees. 

In speaking to you on the subject ‘‘The Rise 
and Development of the Artificial Jyestuff In- 
dustry,’’ is is not my purpose to go into any 
details concerning the various theories of color 
or of dyeing. However interesting and import- 
ant these subjects may be, limited time pre- 
vents their consideration. Nor do 1 propose 
to give you a lecture on the chemica] consti- 
tution of the artificial dyestuffs, for in such a 
case I fear that those of you who have not 
yet studied organic chemistry would change 
the spelling of the word ‘‘dyestuff,’’ substitut- 
ing for the letter “‘y’’ a very similarly sound- 
ing vowel, 

Rather let us search out the broad lines of 
development of the industry, the forces which 
have worked together in bringing about its 
marvellous. growth, and then see what use- 
ful lessons we ean draw from it which may 
be worthy of application to our conditions here 
at home. 

Picture to yourselves a young English lad 
ef only seventeen years of age, an architect's 
son, who at twelve had shown decided talents 
in various branches of mechanical work, but 
who, on being shown by a friend some sim- 
ple experiments on crystallization, decided 

‘then and there that he would become a chem- 
ist. He. in getting into a school 
where chemistry was taught, advanced at fif- 
teen years of age to the Royal College of Chem- 
istry in London; at sixteen began research 
w and at seventeen was appointed assistant 
to one of the greatest teachers of chemistry. 
The yeung lad was W. H. Perkin; the great 
teacher Hofmann; thé time 1856. 

‘There is the beginning of the artificial dye- 
stuff industry, But you naturally ask how? 

Not because a young lad was an assistant to 
‘@ great teacher, *for this young lad’s entire 
time during the day. was oecupied in prepara- 
tion work for the lectures of the great teacher; 
but because the young iad, quickened to in- 
tense zeal for research by the example of the 
great. teacher and investigator, had equipped 
a@ small beck room at his home for research 
work at night. To him came the thought of 
\the artificial production of quinine by oxida- 
tion of allyl toludine, a reasonable hope as 


’ based upon the then prevailing ideas of chemi- 


, however unreasonable it may ap- 
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flashed into Perkin’s mind that his purple dye 
should be manufactured on a commercial scale. 
This thought was indeed a revolution in the 
chemical mind, for while chemists had often 
before met with beautifully colored substances 
during the progress of investigations, the first 
thought was to filter through animal charcoal 
and so get rid of the troublesome nuisance as 
s00n as possible. 

It is one thing to have a thought; it is quite 
another thing to carry that ‘thought through 
to fruition. For tn the memorable words of 
Hofmann, ‘‘inexorable experiment follows but 
slowly the flight of Nght-winged theory.”’ And 
soon Perkin found himself beset with difficul- 
tiles, His inexperience in chemical technology, 
the difficulty of securing benzene, nitric acid 
for nitration and suitable apparatus for the 
reduction to aniline, the lack of proper mor- 
dants, saddest of all the break with his loved 
teacher Hofmann, who strenuously opposed this 
new departure for an eighteen year old boy. 
But one by one the difficulties were overcome, 
and in 1857, only a year later, aniline purple 
was in use in one of the English dyeing es- 
tablishments, 

But the industry would never have been pos- 
sible had it not been for the earlier work sug- 
gested by Hofmann and carried out by Mans- 
field on the liquid hydrocarbons of coal tar. 
Tedious and vexing work, yet. successfully 
showing the presence of benzene, toluene, etc., 
among the products of distillation. An inves- 
tigation of the greatest import to the future 
industry, but saddened by the death of the 
investigator, who lost his life in the burning 
vapors of the substances he had _ separated 
while praparing a large specimen for an expo- 
sition. 

To return to our nawwative. Perkin, though 
engaged in founding his industry, had never 
lost his love for research and continued with 
unabated zeal the prosecution of new lines of 
experiment. Others were attracted to the fleld 
and two years later Verquin, a Frenchman, 
described the first commercial method for the 
preparation of fuchsine by the action of tin 
tetrachloride on aniline, Hofmann, meanwhile, 
had taken up the study of the constitution of 
these compounds, and by his wonderful genius 
had brought light into the entire field, suggest- 
ing innumerable lines of work for further ex- 
periment. 

At this time a peculiar point was brought 
out by the English chemist Nicholson, In 
spite of the published methods for the prepara- 
tion of fuchsine or rosoniline, Nicholson stated 
that it could not be prepared from pure an'- 
line. Hofmann confirmed this. The sugges- 
tion was then made that the formation of the 
dye was due to the presence of toluidine, a 
homologue of aniline, Experiments with pure 
toluidine showed this to be false. When, lo! 
on mixing the two substances and oxidizing 
the red dye was obtained, The commercial 
aniline which had been used was really a 
mixture of’ anilfne and toluidine. 

In the middle ages the mineral resources of 
Germany had played quite an important. role 
and along with their development arose, on a 
purely empirical basis it is true, many chem- 
ical industries whose products were used in 
the glass industry, in the dye works and by 
the old alchemists, Later came the import- 
ant development of the fatro-chemists, con- 
cerned chiefly in the 4 tion of the medi- 
cal substances. Such Veolia nscauthetty de- 
manded care and skill. The gradual trans- 
formation of these establishments into chemi 
eal factories was so natural that it was scarce- 
ly noticed. And so the industry grew, but at 
all times it had to contend with great diffi- 
culties, chief among which were the lack of 
raw materials and the marked predominance 
of the chemical industry of England and 
France,. Meanwhile an important factor was 
quietly at work, destined before long to at- 
complish a mighty revolution, In .a manner 
worthy of imitation im all lands and at all 
times Germany had insisted. upon the thorough 
education of its young people. The child la- 
bor question was soon settled by & prompt 
Getiston that. if.Germany was to succetd jn 

nme of nat nations. its salligen must ie- 
and i Popula-— 


the laboratory at Giessen, 
supported by the state, and numbering among 
its early students Hofmann. Each year, there- 
fore, there entered into the life of the nation 
&@ host of well trained, thoroughly equipped 
young investigators. Only a portion of these 
were needed as teachers, the greater part find- 
ing employment in the several lines of chem- 
ical industry, 

In 1828, just a year after the founding of 
Liebig laboratory, came the news from Gottin- 
gen that Wohler had accomplished the synthe- 
sis of urea from ammonium cyanate, marking 
thus the true beginning of the science of or- 
ganic chemistry,. Soon throughout the country 
raged interest in the synthetic preparation of 
organic compounds and this interest found vent 
in the chemical industry, chiefly in the manu- 
facture of the finer grades of chemicals, Ger- 
many became pre-eminently the lund of organic 
chemistry. Hand in hand worked the investi- 
gators in the universities and the technical 
men in the factories, New theoretical ideas 
were constantly being brought forward from 
the work in the laboratories and their bearing 
on the industrial side quickly noted and ap- 
plied. 

The enormous growth of the dyestuff industry 
has had a marked influence on many other 
branches of chemical industry in Germany, the 
increasing demands of the one being met by 
enlargement of plants by the other or, as 
in many cases, by the development of entirely 
new industries. Sulphuric acid for sulphona- 
tion, nitric acid for nitration, hydrochloric and 
acetic acids, caustic alkalies for fusions, the 
salts of. nitrous acid for the production of azo 
deyestuffs, liquid chlorine, iodine and bromine, 
the chlorides of phosphorus, sodium chromate 
for oxidation, alcohol, for purposes, by the 
way, other than beer, and a long list of other 
substances. 

What is the meaning of all this to us, youns 
gentlemen? For years our southland has been 
a producer of raw materials; our cotton has 
gone to other states and lands for manufac- 
ture; our rough -imber has been shipped far 
and wide, even the very products previously 
tapped from this timoer has furnished the ma- 
terial for varied industries outside of our own 
borders, while the greatest part of our mineral 
wealth has lain in useles&S’ slumber among our 
hills. But even now the dawn of a brighter 
day is at hand; conditions are rapidly chang- 
ing and the manufacturing south will soon be 
a keen competito in the fight for supremacy. 
You, young gentlemen; are destined to take 
an active part in that struggle. By a wise 
provision our state has decreed that its sons 
shall be given opportunity to take an honorable 
part in that contest. Profit by the example of 
our German friends and let your preparation 
be thorough, painstaking and original. Let 
me stress that last word, for it is important, 
It is a good thing, and a necessary thing, to 
learn to do skilfully in the workshop, the tex- 
tile school or the laboratory that which others 
have done before.” But we dare not rest con- 
tent with that. Leaders are not so made. We 
have lately heard a timely outcry in behalf 
of the éducation of the white boys of the south, 
a justifiable cry, for the munificence of out- 
siders toward the education of the negro race 
and the parsimony of our own people in mat- 
ters ‘pertaining to the education of their own 
children made and still makes the situation 
indeed critical, But there is a new danger 
at hand. The increasing success of manufac- 
turing, the wider knowledge,of our agricul- 
tural and mineral resources, and the consequent 
investment of large amounts of outaide capital 


are bringing to the south a constantly increas” 


ing number of keen-witted, resourceful, seif- 
reliant and inventive people, If our southern 
boy is to hold his own with such competitors, 
if he hopes to become a, leader in matters 
industrial, he must meet this new element on 
the plane of an earnest and serious contest 
for the wzwupremacy of thought. ‘No slovenly 
methods will be permitted here; ind.aness can 
only cripple, r will empty, pompous boasting 
about the Ernfpire State of the South avail. 
But rather let your weapons be a careful and 
thorough preparation, the power of scienti 
observation, quickness in perceiying f 
methods, restless energy and in every li 
wenn. & to be guided by and towa 
trut

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Charlotte, N. C.. June 2.—(Special.)— 
Following is a sermon preached by Rev. 
A. C. Barron, pastor of Lyon Street Bap- 
tist church: 

The nineteenth century will be known 
in religious history as the century of be- 
ginnings. The foundations:of the great 
missionary enterprises were laid in that 
century; the beginnings of the Young 
Men’s Christian Associatien were made 
in'the nineteenth century, and so of wo- 
man’s work for the church and of the 
young people’s societies of Christian En-. 
deavor and kindred organizations—all 
these had their origin in the century that 
has just passed: their enlargement and 
development belongs to the twentieth cen- 
tury. Our fathers were engaged in lay- 
ing foundations; it is ours to carry for- 
ward and complete their work. So if I 
were called upon to give a key word for 
the new century it would be that much 
abused and’ yet exceedingly expressive 
word—expansion! 


Our fathers did their foundation -work } 


well and left us a glorious inheritance of 
great and noble ideas which need devel- 
opment—expansion—to make them com- 
plete and the success of Christ’s kingviom 
sure. Will we be true to our caHing? 

To do this we need larger men—men of 
larger minds, nobler natures. If our 
fathers and mothers were worthy of the 
tribute we pay them, they were large 
people in spite of their environment. 
Theirs was an age of narrowness: they 
dwelt in a “pent up Utica;’’ we live in 
an “age on ages:telling:;’”’ in a time when 
the Whole world is in hand reach, when 
we are ministered to by the workers of 
the world and when our products go to 
the ends of the earth. How few realize 
that our commonest comforts are brought 
to us from fortign climes? The coffee or 
tea we sip was raised either in Brazil or 
Ceylon; the sugar we use comes to us 
from the West Indies: our tableware 
comés from France or Germany; our 
knives or forks from England and so 
about nearly all the things of the house- 
hold. The world ministers to, the hum- 
blest American today; the people of the 
earth are our servants, On the other hand, 
the products of our labors are borné into 
every clime.’ It is emphatically true ‘no 
man liveth unto himself and no man 
dieth unto himself.’’ Such an age calls 
for larger men, better men even than the 
men of other days. Our lives influence 
people we never saw and never will see 
until we meet’ them at the bar of God. 
How poor and wretched, then, is the life 
of that man or woman who is governed 
by the law of selfishness! Let us seek to 
fix it in our own minds and in the minds 
of our children that the twentieth cen- 
tury manhood must be manhood of the 
noblest type, modeled after that pattern 
set by the noblest Man who ever lived, 
the Man of Galilee! 

We need, too, larger churches. I do 
not mean churches of larger dimensions, 
though if we are true to our calling and 
interpret rightly to this age the Christ we 
claim to serve, we shall popularize Chris- 
tianity and perforce need larger houses 
of worship. It is a poor, mean type of 
Christianity that is content to have a 


_larger proportion of people outside of the 


churches than inside; that is willing to 
minister to the few ami let the many 
perish. Nor do I mean to urge that we 
need to have more names on our church

Our churches ought to begin 
this new century determined to allow no 
dark and hideous habitations of cruelty 
at home or abroad; no vile slums into 
which the unfortunate fail and are sub- 
merged forever. 

Give us larger men and larger churches 
in this twentieth century and ere it close 
the world will be evangelized and. our 
Lord shall have appeared.

New York, June 2,.—The Cunarder 
Etruria, which had been anchored in the 
fog all night off Sandy Hook, came to 
her dock early ‘this morning.

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Dr. Quillian’ preached at‘ the morning 
service on the text: ‘Thou ‘shalt love 
the Lord, thy God, with all thy heart, 
with all thy soul, with all thy mind and 
with alf thy strength.’’—Lake x, 27. 

Dr. Quiliian said; in part: . 

“The Pharisees were seeking to entan- 
gle Christ by asking and having asked 
various hard questions of Him, hoping 
to confound and overthrow Him. When 
& lawyer came asking what he must do 
in order to inherit eternal life, Christ told 
him that if he would keep this great 
commandment, with the second, which is 
like it, he should live, 

This commandment is of universal ob- 
ligation. It applies to all men of every 
station and time, according to the knowl- 
edge they have or might have had of 
God. It rests in full force upon all who 
have had the benefits of Christ’s life and 
teaching, for His mission on earth was 
to reveal the Father and make known 
the heart of God. Then every man who 
would live eternally must love God with 
all the affections of his heart and all 
the strength of his soul, just as far as all 
the powers of his mind have apprehend- 
ed and known of Him. 

“This commandment is founded not 
upon the idle whim or foolish caprice of 
a& great sovereign, who himself is outside 
or above the pale of law. but it is based 
in the very being and nature of man. 

“Man has an animal ature and a physi- 
cal organism which is susceptible of in- 
filling with an anima! or temporal life. But 
the conditions which place that nature 
and that organism in harmony with the 
law of animal life must be met before 
life pervades the amimmal nature. ‘The 
law of animal life is a harmonious re- 
lationship between the various organs of 
the body and the various elements or 
materials for which they were made and 
in which they find Hte by the discharge 
of their appointed functions. The lungs 
were made for the atmosphere and they 
find théir life in its inhalation and ex- 
halation. But before they can thus 
breathe they must come in contact with 
the air. A foreign substance, like wa- 
ter, for instance, in the lungs will cause 
strangulation, and if kept up, death. Thus 
you see the law of temporal life is harmo- 
nious relationship between the various or- 
gans of the body and the element for 
which they were made. 

“Takewise man has a moral nature and 
a .spiritual organism, susceptible to in- 
filling with spiritual or eternal life when 
the conditions are not in him which place 
him in harmony with that life. This 
commandment tells one what he must do 
to meet those conditions. What the at- 
mosphere is to the lungs and to the body 
of man, love is to the moral nature and 
spirit of a man. The soul of man was 
made for God, even as the lungs were 
made for air, and love is the spiritual at- 
mosphere which carries the current of life 
to every attribute of man’s spirit. Hatred, 
envy, pride, jealousy, any form of sin, 


‘acts as a foreign substance, and if allow- 


ed to remain produces sptritual death. 
Christ removes this sin and puts one in 
proper relationship to God so that he 
may feed upon God, who its love. 

“This commandment is reasonable and 
easy to obey. Because God is lovable and 
attractive, containing in Himself all of 
those elements of charm and attractive- 
ness which can be attributed to any one. 
Goethe has said that beauty, truth and 
goodness are the qualities which attract 
and are lovable in ali men. The sun of 
all beauty, of all truth, of all goodness 
is found in God as revealed by Christ. 
He, in the attributes of His being and the 
expression of His nature, is the spring 
of all love and lovableness. 

‘Because man imbibes and assimilates, 
in character and conduct, the chief ele- 
ments found in the object of his supreme 
affection, 
the supreme oDject of their love. 

**‘Because man’s highest good and great- 
est happiness is found only in the exact 
ratio in which he approximates in him- 
self those elements of worth and beau- 
ty found in God, since this is man’s na- 
ture and thus his highest good and great- 
est happiness is found, IE conclude that 
the command is reasonable and easy to 
obey. 

‘The commandment when obeyed man- 
ifests. itself in several ways. I name 
three or four: : 

‘In the thoughts of men. The mind 
of a lover is filled with thoughts of his 
beloved. The charms and pleasing qual- 
ities of the object of his affections are 
much dwelt upon by him. The mind of 
one who loves God supremely dwells 
much upon Him. If thoughts of business 
or of anything else crowd out thoughts 
of God, then you do not love Him su- 
premely. 

“In jealously guarding the honor, rev- 
erencing, respecting and defending the 
good name of the object of his love. This 
fills men with righteous indignation at 
wrong doing and makes them hate sin. 

‘In the delights and pleasures of life. 
A lover delights in and is pleased with 
whatever gives joy to the one he loves. 
Men who love God supremely are happy 
only in doing what they think pleases 
Him, and refrain from engaging in all 
things else. 

“In the contributions which are made 
of time, of talent, of service, of money 
for the benefit of the beloved one. A 
lover is consecrated in all he is and has 
to the service of -the one loved. A man 
who loves God supremely is all upon the 
altar of consecration for the service of his 
Lord. 

“These are some of the evidences of 
obedience to this first and great com- 
mandment. If, upon examination, these 
evidences are found in your life, continue 
to delight yourself in the Lord and praise 
Him for His love and life. But if these 
evidences are not present with you, then 
look and search for the beauty and lova- 
bleness of God as these shine in nature 
and in the face and life of Jesus Christ. 
Meditate on them in comparison with all 
things else until this lover of souls shall 
woo and win you by the charms of His 
beauty and the excellency of His being.”’

“Why Am I a Presbyterian?” formed 
the subject for an able and instructive 
sermon preached by Dr. A. R. Hokierby 
at the moraing service of Moore Memo- 
rial chyrch yesterday. 

During the discourse Dr. Holderby made 
known his position on the question of @ 
change in the creed of the Presbyterian 
church, declaring himself as being op- 
posed to a change. 

H's text was selected from First Co- 
rinthians xvi, 138: “Stand fast in the 
faith.”’ 

He said in substance: 

“The more important question for every 
one to decide is, ‘Am I a Christian?’ Have 
I made my peace with God? Have I been 
adopted into the family of God? Presum- 
ing we have all decided this question, 
that we are of the Presbyterian faith, 
let us see ‘why we are Presbyterians.’ 
I prefer to make the question a personal 
one; I will endeavor to give the reasons 
why I am a Presbyterian, 

“You may have your reasons; I have 
mine. At the same time what I may tay 
now may help some of you to decide why 
you have cast your lot with the Presby- 
terian church. 

“At this time there is much talk of a 
change in the creed of our church. For 
my part I take no stock in the cuntro- 
versy. The old creed with a history of 
two hundred and fifty years is good 
enough for me. 

“Others may deckle upon a change 
anmii doubtless it will come. But one 
thing is certain: truth will not change. 
Truth is eternal. 

“All the essential doctrines taught in 
its confession of faith will stand. There 
may be some modifications, some restate- 
ments, but that is all. The great cardinal 
doctrines of God’s sovereignty, God's 
electing love, man’s free agency and sal- 
vation by grace will s.uand. I am not both- 
ered about the creed. I know wnat I be- 
lieve. I know where I stand. 

“Tl want to state a few reasons why I 
am a Presbyterian. 

‘1. To be perfectly honest I must ad- 
mit that early associations have some- 
thing to do with my being a Presbyte- 
rian. 

“The early education, training and ex- 
ample of my father and mother have 
much to do with what I am today. The 
child conforms to the pattern. For the 
same reason I might have been a Metho- 
dist or Baptist or of some other faith. 

“Had I been born in China it is likely 
I would be a heathen and would now be 
a worrhiper of my ancestors.. Other con- 
ditions and circumstances, it is true, 
sometimes gives the bias to our religious 
tendencies. 

“But as a rule our early associations 
decide our religious convictions. 

“9 But there are other reasons why I 
am a Presbyterian. I have thought for 
myself. I have looked into the creed. 
It is true the Presbyterian church holds 
in common with the mass of Protestant 
churches the great essentials of Chris- 
tian faith. 

“T believe the church constitutes the 
elect of God chosen in Jesus Christ from 
the foundation of the world, the one holy 
catholic church. Our church also holds 
to the doctrine that Jesus Christ is Lond 
and king over His chureh and that He 
has no vicegerent on earth and that He 
is the high priest of His people and that 
there is no other priest.”

Rev. Dr. Landrum, the pastor, preached 
to a crowded audience yesterdav morning 
from the text (John vi, 67, 68, 69) ‘“Will ye 
also go away? Lord to whom shall we 
go? Thou hast the words of eternal life. 
And we believe and are sure that Thou 
art that Christ, the Son of the living 


God.’’ 

He said in part: “A false enthusiasm, 
which has hitherto gathered the masses 
around Jesus, was henceforth at an end. 
His discourse had finally undeceived 


them. It had utterly exploded all their 
worldly hopes. Now, for the first time, 
it became clear to them that He was 
founding a spiritual kingdom. The crowd 
melted away. It dissolved under the heat 
of disappointment and disgust. Jesus 
was left with a small audience containing 
scarcely more than the twelve. It seemed 
as if He would be entirely forsaken. 

“Christ stood then, as He stands now, 
at the opening of the twentieth century, 
between deserters on the one hand and 
loyal devotion on the other. Christ repels 
as well as attracts; Christ made the evil 
in those who oppose Him appear at its 
very worst. Superlative goodness, if it 
does not win and subdue, stirs up the 
wild beasts which lurk in the subterra- 
nean caverns of the human heart. Je- 
sus, in a word, always repels those who 
are wedded to their sins and will not 
abandon them. " 

“Devotion, as expressed by the apostle 
Peter, shines out in glorious contrast to 
desertion by the self-seeking, material- 
istic, bread-and-butter mob. It was a 
testing time, it was a winnow- 
ing time, a thinning out time—a time 
when in the fire of a great crisis the 
dross was burning off and the gold of sol- 
id character issuing out of the flames. 
Christ always attracts the heroic. His- 
tory abounds in examples of men and 
women who, because of the unselfish 
devotion of Jesus to others, were drawn 
to Him, lifted up above the instincts of 
pleasure and comfort and made willing 
to deny themselves for the great cause 
of human salvation. 


“Galilee, in which Christ preached, was. 


the cosmopolitan section of Palestine. 
Representatives of the cults and creeds 
of the known world surrounded Christ’s 
early disciples, as they environ us today. 
Substitutes for Christ were numerous 
and inviting to selfishness and sensuality. 
There- was the Roman soldier, bowing 
down to the bust of the emperor—a wor- 
shipper of human power. There was 
the somber Jew attempting self-salva- 
tion by works of righteousness, vainly 
senieisioeer that God sells His grace for 
so much labor. There was the supple, 
sensuous Syrian, whose creed was ‘eat, 
dring and be merry for tomorrow we 
die.’ Thera was the speculative Greek, 
who had become agnostic and erected 
his altar to an unknown god. The Per- 
sian also was there with his two gods, 
the good and the bad, keeping the world 
in constant turmoil by their ceaseless 
struggle for supremacy. Egyptian jug- 
lers, spiritists and fakirs were in evi- 
ence. And at the bottom of the religious 
scale were ignorance and superstition 
prostrating themselves before idajs. 
“Now Peter, at a glance, swept his 
eye over all these substitutes for Christ, 
and, dissatisfied and digusted with every 
one,.cried: ‘Lord, to whom else shall 
we go? What he meant was just this: 
‘Lord, we are shut up*to Thee; there is 
no other alternative; if we give Thee up 
we abandon all hope of knowing or pleas- 
ing.God.’ Nor does Peter rest the matter 
there. He goes further and right royally 
ngs out a confession which is_ the 
testimony of Christian experlerce in 
lj the ages: ‘We believe and are sure 
that Thou art that Christ, the Son of the 
living God.’ It is as if he had said: 
There is no other Savior needed; we have 
trusted Thee and Thou hast convinced us 
that Thou art the all-sufficient Savior, 
meeting fully all the needs: of the human 
mind, heart and conscience.’ In a word, 
Christianity is a matter of experience. 
It offers assurance to him who tries it. 
The more one has fellowship with Christ 
the more one understands Him and the

prospect, or the rightful looking forward 
to those things that are before’’—Mr.

“Memory,” said hé,'“ig a good thing, 
needful in its place, but we must forget 
some things. 

“We should forget past sorrows. I 
know I touch a tender theme. We nee 
not to forget our loved ones, but 
should forget those serrows that hinder 
“ant _ our love be an incentive to greater 
effort. 


‘Paul counted the earthly honors which 
he had laid down as ‘nothing,’ if only he 
might’ press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus. May God help us to feel as Paul 
felt; may we press on until we have ap- 
prehended that which he apprehended for 
us. Heed His voice now, tenderly calling— 
calling ‘Come, unto me all ye who are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest.’

After an absence of two weeks at the 
Presbyterian general assembly, Dr. 
Bridewell again filled his pulpit yester- 
day morning.. A large congregation was 
present to greet him, and Hstened with 
marked attention to the eloquent and 
impressive sermon which he delivered. 

Reading from the book of Job of the 
trial which God permitted Satan to put 
upon the patriarch and the patience with- 
which he bore his afftictions, the pastor 
selected for his text the utterance of 
Job in response to his wife’s foolish ad- 
monition to ‘‘curse God and die,” ‘““What, 
shall we receive good at the hand of God, 
and shall we not receive evil?’’ Job fl, 10. 

Dr. Bridewell spoke: of the part afflic- 
tions have in our lives; that it formed a 
very large element, and particularly af- 
fects our happiness. ‘There is not one of 
us but is acquainted with affliction, and 
most of us have been ‘constrained to cry, 
“Trouble and anguish have ‘taken hold 
upon me.’” Even when we.:speak of the 
prosperous we only mean those who are 
more rarely subjected to distress than 
others. In such a condition of life, with 
its trials and distresses, the religion of 
the Lord Jesus Christ performs for us 
two offices—it teaches us in the first 
place how these afflictions should be 
borne, and then it assists us to bear 
them in the way it teaches. Material for 
both are found in the words of the text. 
These words may be misunderstood and 
may lead the superficial reader to attrib- 
ute moral evil as well as moral good to 
the great Ruler of the universe. The 
context shows that the evil referred to 
is not sin, but suffering, and the words 
evil, suffering and affliction are inter- 
changeable. The human life is a mixture 
of joy and sorrow. To the most superfi- 
cial observer it is evident that nothing in 
this world is immutable. There is noth- 
ing but constant change constantly going 
on. The text teaches us that both good 
and evil or affliction come under the hand 
of God. 
ment,’’ said the minister, “in which God 
quitted the reins of the universe, or al- 
lowed any power to interfere with His 
own administration, it Is evident, in that 
awful moment, that His government 
must become disjointed and incomplete. 
He who governs in all things must gov- 
ern in the least as well as in the great- 
est. He never slumbers nor sleeps.’’ 

In conclusion the minister spoke of the 
value of afflictions as a trial by fire to 
consume the dross of our natures and 
bring out the pure gold. Some men, he 
said, were never known ugtil the hand of 
affliction had been laid upon them, and 
removed that which obscured all that 
was beautiful in their lives. Therefore, 
we should look upon afflictions in the 
light of blessings bestowed upon us by a 
loving heavenly Father, and to be borne 
with patience and dignity. They improve 
and ennoble the character, and bring into 
being a manly and. heroic spirit which 
enables us to endure our trials fipon 
earth and prepares us for the highest 
rewards in heaven.
